African coast. Ilis disclosures therefore are pub- 
lie property.

THE BRITISH EL DORADO. 


Ten years ago we little thought that we should 
ever have to vive our readers the picture of a 
British £7 Dovaco. Yet such a creation, in all its 
extravagance, we have to exhilit this day in the 
jotter of our correspondent at Sydney. Here is 
the very thing mankind has imagined and de- 
tired fur ages—the Ophir of Soleunon, the golden 
feeve of duson, the golden apples of Atalanta, the 
Pactolus and Tagus, the lamp of Aladdin oad the 
cap of Fortunsatus, and the idea of 
tha thonsand golden legends. Who would have 
thought that poverty-struck Australia,good for not hie} 
ing but te take our thieves off our hands,and supply 
us with a little tallow and wool, would ever send us 
twenty millions a vearin pare gold?) That is the 
change which has come over the seene in four or 
five vears. Austrilia is no longera set of penal 
settioments, but a fountain of wealth in its most 
condensed and most coveted {\ rm. hvery vear it 
Wrinds td the surface, and actualiy sends tu the 
mother country, a quantity of gold amc more than 
has ever Jain in the vaults of the Bank of Eneland. 
A few years back there was a considerable school 
of financiers and economists who thought the coun: 
try ruined if a million or t so of the precious met- 
als went oat of it, and resusitated if they returned. 
Yet, in these days, nobody remarks on the fact of 
half a miliion or so having entered the por. of Lon-| 
don in one day from Australia. Raleigh promised | 
his sovereign a gold mine, and led his band of dis- 
voverers against a Spanish fortress. We have turn- 
ed a paradise into a purgatory of rogues, and na- 
ture, in her caprice Las made ita land of gold. 
We ought to be happy. We possess that which 
men have always most wished for, and what we, as 
A nation, are supposed to care for more than any- 
thing else in the world. Yet, strange to say, Aus- 
tralia, bad as we made it, has become worse still 
hy the discovery of its riches: worse still, because 
really pocrer still, more destitute of comforts und 
Inxuries; more uncomfortable, neglected, slovenly, ; 
idle, panperized, and vicious; a worse place fora 
man to live in, a more dificult place for a man to | 
prike his way in, untess he be very strong and heal- 
thy, or very rich, or very clever. The result was | 
eredible enough to those who thought about it, for, 
after all, that is the moral of Midas, and our 
school-books tell us that Spain was impoverished 
and rained hy the gold she drew from the new 
world. Yet, when all men are toiling, plotting, 
pining, and dying for gold, it takes a great effort of 
reason to be convinced that gold can ever be a 
curse, 

Let it be remembered that our correspondent 
writes from Sydney, the oldest, and hitherto the 
most prosperous aud most thoroughly organized 
city in Australia. He describes the condition of a 
province which, four or five years ago, had no oth- 
er drawback than the convict: populatior, year by 
year becoming less in proportion, and even less 
noxious and intolerable to the sound portion of so- 
ciety. Of this colony we are now told that all regu- 
lar industry is suspended. On a moderate compu- 
tation, hall the sheep in the province are infected 
with a disease which spoils hoth the flesh and the 
wool, and, though an effectual cure has been dis- 
covered, there are not hands to apply it, and ne 
one knows how far the pest will go. Hay is sold 
by weight at the price of lump sugar. Veyetables 
of all kinds are a luxury confined to the rich.— 
Wheat is very dear. There is no milk to be got. 
The rising generation are sickeuing and pining on 
a diet of beef and brandy and water. The hospi- 
tals are as ill off as the nurseries, and appeals are 
made to the charitale publie to send a few vegeta- 
bles for the patients who most require them. A 
railway, of which only sixteen miles have been 
attempted, can searcely be finished so tar from the 
dificulty of obtaining sufficient funds in the pres- 
ent high price of labor. The earriage of goods— 
one hundred and thirty miles to the diggings—costs 
eight times as inuch as their freight from London

name. They are not actually extracted from the 
soil, or grown upon it for want of hands. The 
garden vegetabies and fruit consumed in the coun- 
try are in cases, marked “ Pavement, Finsbury.” 
Meanwhile the difficulties created by gold reach 
the diggers themselves. The mojority are unsuc- 
cessful, and starve wader the dearth produced by 
the abuudanee of tie metal. Hence there is ac- 
tually pauperism at the diggings, and a poor-rate 
will soon lave to be collected from the very mouths 
of the pits. Ja the midst or fabulous wealth there 
is the direst destitution, and Bendigo and Ballarat 
contain as inuch misery as our own union work- 
houses. There isto bea grand display of Austra- 
lian produee at the forthcoming Paris Exhibition: 
hut the Parisians are warned against concluding 
that Australia actually dues what it eau do. It 
ean doeverything : but the only thing it does, Is 
finding gold, and that in a manner so clumsy snd 
rough, that the Chinese immigrants—of whom 
there are an Immeuse number—:ake their fortunes 
ont of the refuse thrown aside by British diggers. 





This is worse even than anything that has 
reached us of California. In that State there was 
no existing industry to be destroyed, ne flocks 
and herds to be neglected, no gardens to be left 
uatilled. On the contrary, so promptly have the 
Americans met the high prices caused by the dis- 
covery of gold, that it is now said California would 
stand and flourish even if the gold should wholly 
fail. Batis it possible such a state of things 
should last as that described by our correspondent? 
At atl events, we do our best to mend it, by giving 
it the widest and fullest notoriety at home. What 
are our own gardeners, and collters, and earpent- 
ers, and masons, and blacksmiths, avd all other 
artificers about, not to sive theis money and go 
out toa place where garden-stuff cannot be got 
for love or money, where coal is four or five times 
the price itis in London, where house room, and 
therefore building, is so costly that shiploads of 
goals are left to rot) rather than pay for their 
warehousing? The only thing wanted is not 
extracrdinary strength and skill, but simply the 
power of abstaining from ardent spirits ina dry 
and thissty climate. If aman cannot do this he 
had better stay at home, and what with the crowd- 
ed state of the market, the consequent low wages, 
and the damp character of the atmosphere, he may 
hope to prolong his days, even with an occasional 
extra potation. But in Australia strong drink is 
poison, an Pevery man who goes out w.th this era- 
ving in his blood only rushes to his doom. The 
laborer or artisan who can command his appetite 
in this cenatey may hope to be equally successful 
under somevhat more unfavorable circumstances, 
in Australia: and if he goes there not to work in 
the diggings hat toexercise his own calling, he will 
reap the harvest of gold which thousands have 
tyiled for in vain. There ie no longer that selfish 
reason for that advice that there used to he. It is 
no longer an olject te reduce the population, and 
get rid of the people anyhow, anywhere. England 
at this moment has nota man too many—-certain- 
ly not a good laborer or good workinan two many. 
Bat it is our duty to look to our eolonies as well as 
to ourselves, and contessedly they are much more 
in want of hands than we are. They contribute to 
our prosperity, they consume our manufactures, 
they sapply us with gold. They have, then, a 
fair claim to at Jeast & proportionate supply of la- 
bor, aed we trust that they will shortly have 
enough to tend their ducks and herds, to tik their 
gardens, to build their houses, make their roads, 
and, if need be, pretect their cities from a stray 
Russian cruiser.

“THE GRAVES OF THE PILGRIMS.”

Upon a beautiful eminence which may be gained 
by an easy and gradual assent, a half a mile be- 
hind our pleasant town site, rests the the last re- 
mains of twenty seore of exiled Mormons. Ex- 
pelled trom comfortable homes in the mid-winter 
of ?46, hy lawless persecution and mob violence, 
they gathered around them their seanty, half-fur- 
nished necessaries for a tedious and long journey 
acrossan unknown and uncivilized country—in- 
fitted only by roving, lawless and savage bands 
of Indians, toseek a home amoug the valleys ot 
wild and almost unknown mountains of rocks. 
Like the Pilgrims of old, wasted in strength and 
earthly gear, their sensitives mind chose a death 
of starvation or by the torch and knife of the sav- 
age rather than dwell in turmoil and. strife, or 
longer bear the tvrrannous and lawless aggressions 
of their neighbors. Their beautifel dome, the 
charming and much admired City of Nau- 
voo, reared and built ‘mid scenes of hunger 
and poverty, yes, their temple and their Idols, all 
was Jeserted to their enemies, and though the 
Winter snows,whose pure surface was often stained 
with crimson lite blood of the determined band, 
they passed throngh the untrodden wilds of west- 
in nutumn reached the Missouri 
river, thouch many worn out with fatigue and 
trouble hid fallen by the way and were only 
known inthe sorrowing hearts of their bretheren, 
relatives and friends. Joo late, and destitute of 
Provisions to proceed onward, they cast about to 
find a resting place for the winter, when this 
charming spot attracted their attention, and here 
they rested. Seven thousand souls tired and worn, 
here reared atown, yes. an extensive city with 
streets, alleys, squares. public grounds, public 
buildings, school houses and churches, and here 
they vainly hope to pass the dreary winter in 
peace and domestic happiness, but alas, this even, 
the angry fates denied them. Being forced to live 
without vegetables and fruit, and even pinched 
for want of salt and Stale provisions, an awful 
and unmanageable disease was the consequence, 
which in’ a few months carried many hundreds ot 
its victims to the rave. Away from the world 
and alone. here the father buried his partner or 
only child. The mother became childless, and 
perhaps a widow. The helpless child or germs 
of budding man—or womamanhood, is left upon 
the cold world an orphan. Tlow many tales of 
heart rending grief and unavailing wo, could those 
green turfs on the hill side reveal, could they Lut 
speak, what anguish of soul have they experienc- 
ed. The very grass and herbage, and flowers have 
been moistened and bedewad with the tears from 
the heart-strings and life’s fountains of the be- 
reaved. There now they lie in silence with the 
greensword grown smovthiy over the forms of the 
the lovely, the loved andthe talented, victims to 
the vengeance of their persecutors, and martyrs 
to their religious belief. Early in the spring, 
these industrious people being toomuch worn cut 
with toil, sickness, and destitution to proceed on 
their tedious journey opened farms and fenced 
larged tields from which they were soon rewarded 
with great abundance of grains and and produce 
—whilst an hundred sturdy pioneers penetrated to 
|the wild mountain vales and near the great Salt 
fake in the country they named Deserrr. (The 
IJoney Bee or Bee Hive) some returning, whilst 
others remained to prepare for the wants of the 
coming multitudes. In the spring of “48 the 
whole cavaleade of wagons and human life moved 
from this spot, the greatest portion young, forward 
to their new home, whilst others unable for want 
of strength returned across the river into Lowa, in 
the rezioa of Council Bluffs, there to recruit their 
means for future emigration. 

The luxuriant foliage soon o’erspread the fields. 
gardens and streets of the place so lately identified 
with besy life, and forthe first year a large amount 
of grain vegetables and vines were produced, much 
of which was gathered by th> Indians or the citi- 
zens ov the Jowa side: but, alas for the deserted 
city! the prairie fire swept through and enveloped 
it in flames, and iaid it low in ashes, and now only 
afew slight vestiges remain to mark the spot. 
The grooves in the earth where their winter vege- 
tables were snugly packed may still be seen, and 
also the wells that furnished the eity with sweet 
ergstal water. The enclosures of vast fields may 
still Le traced, where industricus hands had reared 
walls of earth te secure their stores of grain.— 
Thousands still visit this spot te nate the relies of 
the suffering pioneers who first opened the country 
to the notice of those who have fuliowed and now 
own the lands. The sepuleres of the fallen 
should be ornamented and preserved as a monu- 
ment to the indomitable energy of the persecuted 
Mormons.
